Discards Established and Impartial 
Method of Examination 
Long in Vogue. 


MOVE IS OPPOSED BY THE STAFF 


In spite of earnest protests from the med- 
ical profession of Chicago, the Bartsenised 
“civil service commission of Cook county 
has determined to kick over the present 
elaborate system of nonpolitical selection of 
internes for the county hospital. 

This merit system, which for several years 
nom has supplanted the old time pull 
method of filling up this great hospital, does 
not meet the approval of the Bartzen re- 
formers, and yesterday Ballard Dunn, presi- 
dent of the civil service commission, an- 
nounced that the examination for sixty in- 
ternes for the hospital would be held in the 
middle of April. 

The questions for examination, President 
Dunn said, would be propared by five or 
seven examiners, whose names will not be 
made public until after the examination has 
been concluded and the papers marked. 

Neither the members of the attending 
staff of the county hospital nor any one else 
will know who the examiners are,“ said 
Dunn. Their names will be kept an fron- 
clad secret.”

Bartzen Deaf to Appeals, 

Every effort has been made to Impress Mr 
Bartzen with the danger to the hospital and 
ite 1,800 sick and helpless patients involved 
in this departure, but Mr. Dunn’s an- 
nouncement of the change in the plan of 
selection of the internes is evidence that the 
appeals to Bartzen have been unt valling. 

However, the public announcements by 
Dunn is expected to arouse an unprecedented 
public clamor against this step toward the re- 
introduction of pull methods into the 
selection of hospital internes. — 

How the Present System Works. 

The statement of the condition under which

He has said that if the United 
States could negotiate a positive agreement 
with some other nation to abide by the ad- 
juaication of an international arbitral court 
on every question that could not be settled by 
negotiation, no matter what was involved, a 
long step forward would be taken. These 
are bold and courageous words.” 


Sees Benefit in Peace Compact. 

When Sir Edward referred to the possibility 
of the adoption of President Taft's proposal 
he was listened to in tense silence. If, he 
said, two of the greatest nations should thus 
make it clear that under no circumstances 
wére they going to make war again the 
effect of their example on the world must 
have beneficent consequences. _ 

“Tn entering an agreement of this kind,” 
said Sir Edward, there would be risks, and 
you must be prepared for.some sacrifice of 
national pride. I know that to produce such 
changes public poinion must reach high ideals 
—higher than some think possible—but men's 
minds are working ip this direction, and his- 
tory affords instances of reaching such an 
ideal point.” .

The fare 
is often responsible for this condition. In 
nearly all cases of accidents reported it is 
found that the person responsibie was under 
the influence of liquor. 

“There should be stringent regulation of 
automobile chauffeurs and it is up to the own- 
ers of the machines to get it.

Discards Established and Impartial 
~ Method of Examination - 
Long in Vogue. 


MOVE IS OPPOSED BY THE STAFF 


In spite of earnest protests from the med- 
ical profession of Chicago, the Bartsenised 
“civil service commission of Cook county 
has determined to kick over the present 
elaborate system of nonpolitical selection of 
internes for the county hospital. 

This merit system, which for several years 
now has supplanted the old time “ pull” 
method of fillfng up this great hospital, does 
not meet the approval of the Bartzen re- 
formers, and yesterday Ballard Dunn, presi- 
dent of the civil service commission, an- 
nounced that the examination for sixty in- 
ternes for the hospital would be held in the 
middle of April. 

The questions for examination, President 
Dunn said, would be propared by five or 
seven examiners, whose names will not be 
made public until after the examination has 
been concluded and the papers marked. 

“Neither the members of the attending 
staff of the county hospital nor amy one else 
will know who the examiners are,” said 
Dunn. “Their names will de kept an tron- 
clad secret.” 

Doctors Are Suspicious. 

Dr. William L. Baum, president of the at- 

tending staff at the county hospital, and Dr. 
er, a 


“We do not care who the examiners are, 
but if there is any change made from the 
old plan of examining internes we demand 
that it be at least as free from suspicion 
as the present one. We demand this for 
ourselves, who are responsible for the 
patients. We demand it in the name of 
the patients, who deserve the best that 
can be given them, and we demand it in 
the name of the body politic, which will 
not permit its unfortunates to be used to 
foster weak and inefficient medical col- 
leges nor in the game of politics.” 


Bartzen Deaf to Appeals, 

Every effort has been made to Impress Mr 
Bartzen with the danger to the hospital and 
its 1,800 sick and helpless patients involved 
fn this departure, but. Mr. Dunn's an- 
nouncement of the change in the plan of 
selection of the internes is evidence that the 
appeals to Bartzen have been unavailing. 

However, the public announcements by 
Dunn is expected to arouse an unprecedented 
public clamor against this step toward the re- 
introduction of pull methods into 


selection of hospital internes. - 
How the Present System Works. 
The statement of the condition under which 
internes have been selected and of the perils 
now presented, is set forth in the following 
statement by Dr. Baum and his associates 
on the hospital attending staff: 


„For many years, in fact since the foun- 


dation of the hospital, the internes have been 
chosen by a competitive examination, open 
to all graduates of Cook county medical 
schools in good standing. The opportunities 
offered ih the way of study have made the 
position of interme desirable, and as a result 
the best men from each graduating class

Tht discussion on imperial defense, which 
probably will last a week, was started by 
John Archibald Murray MacDonald, Liberal 
member for Falkirk Burghs, who introduced 
a motion to the effect that the house viewed 
with alarm the increased expenditure on the 
army and navy and that it ought to be dimin- 
ished. He argued that there was no neces- 
sity for Great Britain's two power standard 
The foreign relations of Great Britain had 
improved, and the people of this country and 
the domestic interests of the nation ought to 
be allowed to gain something from this 


change. Following the debatéthe motion wae 


lost, and the king’s amendment carried by a 
vote of 276 to 88. 

Sir Edward Grey in reply to MacDonald 
said it was not to be inferred by the in- 
crease in the present estimates that Great 
Britain’s foreign relations had become 
strained. He could say the high water mark 
of naval expansion had been reached, pro- 
vided the building programs of other powers 
90 far as known to the government were fol- 
lowed out. They were doing their utmost 
to promote good will on every hand. 

Fears Revolt by the Masses. 
Sir Edward said it was a paradox that 


armaments were increasing while the nations 
were seeking good relations, but it was a 


greater paradox that the growth of the enor- 


mous burdens of armaments coincided with 
the growth of civilization. As a whole it 
was the most civilized nations which were 
piling up their expenditures the fastest and 
not against uncivil » but civilized rivalry. 
It this tremendous expenditure and rivalry 
continue,” he declared, it must in the long 
run break down civilization.

“There should be stringent regulation of 
automobile chauffeurs and it is up to the own- 
ers of the machines to get it.

El Paso, Tex., March 13.—The uprising in 
Mexico has spread to the states of Coahuila 
and Morelos, according to advices received 
by the revolution agents. The uprising ip 
Morelos is of formidable proportions, the 

The center of the trouble in the northern 
section of Mexico heretofore has been the 
states of Chihuahua, Lower California, and 
Sonora. Therg have been minor uprisings in 
the other northern states, but none which 
called for action by the federal troops, peace 
being. restored by the rurales. 

Son after it was reported here that the re- 
volt had spread to Coahuila and Morelos, tel- 
egraphic communications were cut off and 
exact conditions there are unknown, 


Fifteen Americans Executed? 

It is feared here that the fifteen Americans 
who were taken prisoners by the Mexican 
federal troops after the battle of Casas 
Grandes have been executed. During the 
battle thirty other Americans, composing 
the “American legion,” which has deen 
fighting for Madero, were killed. 

The fate of these Americans has not pre- 
vented scores of others from applying for en- 
listment at the insurrecto junta despite the 
threat of the Diaz government to punish with 
death any one participating in the revolu- 
tionary movement. What disposition 6 
made of the applicants is not given out by the 
junta, but it is known that the men do not 
remain long in EI Faso. 

Americans are rapidly being put forward 
ag leaders of small bands of insurrectos, a- 
cording to reports from the interior recetveg 
by the junta here. 

American Destroys Railroad. 

One of these Americans, Capt. Oscar d 
Creighton, a Harvard graduate, with a band 
ofinsurrectos, many of whom are Americans, 
tonight is camped fifteen miles south 6f Jua- 
rez. The proximity of the revolutionists is 
looked upon as an effort to induce Gen. Na- 
varto’s 2,000 men to take the field. Creigh- 
ton’s men came within ten miles of Juares, 
and the shock of an explosion when he blew 
up a railroad bridge was felt in this city. . 

Creighton reached the vicinity of Juares 
after a merch from the south of 100 miles 
along the Mexican National railroad, and 
after leaving in his wake a trail of burning 
bridges. His arrival near the border was 
spectacular, for after releasing twenty-five |

WAR MEASURE IS FAVORED. 

Mexico City, March 13.—Mexico’s pro- 
posed war measure, which has attracted 
wortdwide attention—the bill to suspend cer- 
tain concessions of personal rights under 
specified circumstances—was approved today 
by the permanent commission of congress in 
the form as drafted by the department of the 
interior. 

Following the usual course of such bills, it 
will be given its second reading tomorrow 
and on Thursday its final discussion. That 

it will become a law there is practically, no 
doubt, since there was no dissenting vote at 
the session today. . 

Apparently taking it for granted that the 
Dill will become a law, the war department 
has already made its plane for codperation, 
The guards along public highways and rail- 
ways will be doubled, according to Gen. 
Manuel Cosio, minister of war. 

Committeeman Ricardo Guzman in 2 
senting the report said: 

“The president, in view of the i 
conditions existing throughout the country, 
which already constitute a serious menace 
to the public peace, established at such great 
sacrifice during the last quarter of a cen- 
tury, believes the time has. come to use the 
drastic measures authorized in the consti- 
tution, and to that end the president, with 
the approval of his mYhisters, initiates be- 
fore this honorable permanent commission 
the suspension of those individual guaranties 
granted by the constitution.“ 


MORE DEAD AT AGUA PRIETA. 

Douglas, Ariz., March 13.—The bodies of 
two more federal soldiers were found on the 
Agua Prieta battlefield today by a rancher. 
This brings the total dead among the govern- 
ment soldiers to thirteen. 

Col. Mora of the government troops and 
Commissioner Vasquez said today they would 
prepare an official report of the battle, which 
would show that thirty rebels were killed and 
only two federais. 

The dead soldiers brought into Agua Prieta 
last night were lying in the bull ring today. 
The uniforms had been removed and civilian 
garb had been wrapped around their bodies. 

Lieut. Stallman, surgeon of the Third 
United States cavalry, and Dr. Vaniman of 
Douglas visited the wounded federals today 
and tendered their professional assistance to 
Col. Mora, but the offer was not accepted. 
The wounded lay on the floor of an adobe 
house. The Americans offered in vain to sup- 
ply coats, dress the wounds and put splints 
on the shattered limbs. 

Many of the wounded are in a serious con- 
dition and without medical aid will die. 


Rebels Stop Passenger Train. 

The passenger train from Nacozari, due at 
Ague Prieta this morning, was held up by 
Gen. Blanco, the insurrecto leader, and did 
not arrive until this afternoon. Blanco had 
made a rapid march across country from 
Cinezas Springs during the nigh: and took 
up a position on the railroad: eight miles 
south of Douglas. He was expecting the 
arrival of Chiapa’s deferal force from 
Moctezuma. 

Ahead of the train was Supt. J. S. Willlams 

fn a railroad automobile. When the auto- 
mobile reached Blanco's position it was 
stopped, and Mr. Williams was informed he 
could mot proceed. The train also was 
stopped. Blanco explained that the train 
must wait until 4 o’clock, without, however 
giving his reasons therefor. Chiapa, it was 
learned, had not left Moctezuma, as an- 
nounced by the federal government. The 
Passengers of the train were not disturbed. 

Col. Ogdeda, who commanded the federals 
at Sahuaripa, and who has left Moctesuma 
with about seventy regulars was passed by 
a mine superintendent eighteen miles south 
of Nacozari yesterday, and . should have 
‘reached that place in time to take the train 

held by Blanco. He is expected tomorrow, 
in which event he probably will be attacked 
by Blanco.

San Diego, Cal., March 18.—[Special.j]— 
Mounted on a spirited mustang, Miss Flora 
S. Russell, advocate of equal rights for 
women, rode from San Diego to the Mexican 
border. She made her way through the lines 
of the United States and Mexican troops 
guarding the border, and fastened to a pole 
on a hilltop on the road between Tia Juana 
and Enseneda, a flag of her design, which 
she proposes as the emblem of the new re- 
public to succeed the present republic of 
Mexico.

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RAISE GARMENT MAKERS’ PAY 


Arbiters Announce Annual, In- 
crease of $200,000. 


PACT EFFECTIVE ON APRIL 1. 


Federation Discusses Plumbers’ Con- 
troversy Today. 


The final echo of the recent garment work- 
ers’ strike in Chicago came yesterday, when 
the arbiters chosen to adjust differences be- 
tween Hart. Schaffner & Marx and their em- 
ployés, announced a scheme of settlement 
which will give salary increases aggregat- 
ing nearly $200,000 a year to employés and 
working conditions which will go far toward 
wiping out the last vestiges of complaint. 

The agreement was reached by Attorneys 
Clarence Darrow and Carl Meyer, the arbi- 
ters selected respectively by the employés 
and the firm. Mrs. Raymond Robins, John 
Fitzpatrick, president of the Chicago Federa- 
tion of Labor, and T. A. Rickert, head of the 
garment workers’ union, assisted in the ad- 
justment. 


Ten Per Cent Raise Given. 


It will give a 10 per cent increase in wages 
to employés in the tailoring and trimming de- 
partments and a 5 per cent increase to cut- 
ters. They go into effect Aprill. In addition 
there will be a minimum scale for apprentices 
and others in the employ of the firm and will 
fix hours of employment of forty-eight and 
fifty-four hours a week, respectively, for 
cutters and tailors. 

A system of hearing and determining griev- 
ances will be established and Mr. Darrow 
and Mr. Meyer will be retained as arbiters 
for two years to settle disputes which cannot 
be disposed of in conference between the em- 
ployés and the firm.

FOR BIG MUSEUM 


Trustees of $8,000,000 Mar- 
shall Field Fund Seek Place 
on Old Fair Grounds. 


ONLY TEN MONTHS LEFT. 


Long Contention Over Lake Front 
Rights Shortens Time Fixed 
in Will for Selection. 


: Trustees of the fund for the Marshall Field 
Museum of Natural History at a meeting 
at the Chicago club yesterday afternoon 
decided formally, to ask the south park com- 
missioners for a site in Jackson park for the 
proposed $8,000,000 institution. 

The location sought is in the northwest 
corner of the perk at East End avenue and 
Fitty-seventh street. It ia just north of 
the old Columbian museum. 

Thie is the first official action toward se- 
curing the Jackson park location geince the 
Supreme court upheld the latest contention 
of X. Montgomery Ward, “ the watchdog of 
the lake front,” that no public building or 
monument ever shall be constructed in Grant 
park, the first site proposed. 


Act on Request Tomorrow? 

Action by the trustees was taken to dis- 
pose finally of the location question before 
the meeting tomorrow of the south park 
commissioners. With their ratification of the 
plan the long contention, which at times 
threatened to lose for Chicago the new mu- 
seum, will have ended. 

“ The location in Jackson park,“ asserted 
Stanley Field, president of the fund trus- 
tees, “has been considered for some time, 
and virtually was settled, except for offi- 
cial action by ourselves and the park com- 
missioners. Just when work on the building 
will start I do not know.” 

John Barton Payne, a member of the South 
Park commissioners, who bas acted as the 
board’s attorney in the long fight over the 
proposed museum site, said the location in 
Jackson park virtually was made certain.

Only Ten Months Left to Get Site, 

The fight against placing the museum in 
Grant park was begun in 1907 shortly after 
the death of the late Marshall Field. By 
the terms of hig will a free site for the mu- 
seum was to be found within six years from 
his death, or before Jan. 1, 1912 He pro- 
vided $4,000,000 for establishing the museum 
and $4,000,000 for its maintenance. The first 
site selected was Grant park. Plans were 
completed and a contract was entered into 
on Feb. 12, 1907, for the construction of the 
museum. 

On Feb. 23 Montgomery Ward filed a bill 
to enjoin the construction. Since 1800 when 
Mr. Ward began a fight to prevent the open 
space in Grant park from being used as a 
dumping ground by the city he had opposed 
all building projects on that tract. He won 
a three years’ fight against the city and 
forced the removal of sheds and other build- 
ings, and later he won a fight against the 
state and prevented the construction of an 
‘armory in the park. Contending that, if one 
building was erected it would be only a 
short time until the entire open space east 
of Michigan avenue would be filled with 
buildings, he opposed the Field museum. 

After three years in various branches of 
the courts the case finally reached the Su- 
preme court, A decision was handed down 
upholding Mr. Ward's contention. The court 
refused to grant a rehearing of the case, giv- 
ing its final ruling on Feb. 8 of this year. 


CRACK IN NEW THEATER WALL. 


Bvanstoniane Wonder if Pleasant Prai- 
rie Explosion Caused $15,000 
Damage to Building.

John Markham, worn out by his long vigils 
and fighting in the army, settled down to 
work, but left no stone unturned to locate his 
mother and brother. He despaired of ever 
hearing from them, but a short time ago he 
read that Charles Markham had been chosen 
president of the Uunois Central, and inquiries 
led the veteran to believe he had at last found 
the long lost baby brother.

R. SOTHERN finds Macbeth well within 
his mental and temperamental scope, 
and though he is not in possession of 
all that goes to make physica) illusion 
in the role, his portrayal last evening 

at the Lyric was most satisfactory to those 
present. He is a squat Macbeth, sallow and 
dull in the beginning, cautious and timid rather 
than fiery and imaginative, not at all the Scot 
warrior whose prowess the bleeding Captain 
recites in the second scene. His lips are pallid, 
his gait weary, his’ battle ax seems to bore 
him—a blasé rather than an ambitious figure 
who stops at naught to achieve his end. He is 
awed rather than fascinated by the weird sis- 
ters, showing no spark of eagerness—except 
in the words—a tired, melancholy protagonist, 
ill fitted in physique and disposition for the 
sturdy task of a king’s murder, 
— 

This, as remarked above, was at the begin- 
ning. It was also at the middle, and, presum- 
ably, at the end. But there, of course, it fitted 
more accurately with the general idea of the 
harried, haunted regicide. When Macbeth crept 
down the stairway, his hangman’s hands ex- 
cessively gory, and said I've done the deed,” 
Mr. Sothern began to be the character. He 
fairly exuded guilt, fear, and remorse. At 
sight of Banquo’s ghost he admirably counter- 
feited the crazed craven, ending the scene in 
a most effective cataclysm of terror, display- 
ing there more strength, perhaps, than at any 
other point in the play. There was horror in 
every look and gesture, and so moving was 
the representation that it needed not at all 
the effective accessory of Banquo and the 
ghastly green light. Mr. Sothern's diction, too, 
throughout the performance, seemed to have less 
of the unrhythmfical jerk which interferes with 
the pleasure of some of his hearers, and it was 
possible to see the justice of the comment of 
Mr. Arthur Symons, who said, concerning Mr. 
Sothern's reading of Shakspeare that he made 
the poetry consume the rhetoric.., f 


— 

Perhaps the Sothern Macbeth is more nearly 
akin to that of Irving, who was the first player 
of consequence to discern in the r6éle the sen- 
tient medium of Shakepeare’s study of a psy- 
chologic strain which latter day alieniSts regard 
as a potent factor in upsetting tTe righteous- 
ness of human affairs. Irving’s craven view of 
Macbeth as “high reaching and gloomy,” an 
intellectual voluptuary, submitting willfully to 
the tortures of an advanced conscience out of 
fascination for the experience, was not quite 


visible in Mr. Sothern's interpretation, though, 
there were vestiges of it to be imagined here 


and there, The principal flaw to this observer, 
whose Sehe of the role is, of course, inconse- 
quential when compared to that of Mr. Sothern, 
is that Mr. Sothern’s Macbeth is not only weak 
and will-less but powerless and my e in those 
early scenes when the character fs undergoing 
establishment. Consequently there is a feeling 
of disappointment which does not ‘Vanish until 
after the murder scene; but there is no quarrel 
wi... the actor from that point onward. 


— 

At first glimpse the idea of a dimpled Lady 
Macbeth is rather disconcerting, but Miss 
Marlowe, although equipped with that soften- 
ing facial influence, and with other untradi- 
tional personal characteristics of a light sort, 
realized the role through sheer intelligence 
and power. She is keen, sensitive, practical, 
herself a “subconscious witch,” showing a 
captivating feminine nature, rich in resource 
and resolution. This Lady Macbeth’s strength 
and will and executive instigation Lave a wom- 
anly,charm not often read into the character 
by the actresses who play it, and, combined 
with Miss Marlowe's wonderful beauty, more 
apparent this season than for many years, 
they make it a most gratifying interpretation 
of the role. The sleep-walking gcené was done 
with a quiet force that was true tragedy; but 
the entire impersonation was admirable in 


every respect.

Mr. Frederick Lewis’ Macduff was another 


effort suggesting complimentary comment and 
the production was of the usual order of scenic 
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sumptuousness. The several colloquies of the 
witches, it seemed, were ill done, except by one 
of them, and they inspired an irreverent com- 
parison at times to the dissonances of a dog 
fight. The performance was not over until 
wellnigh midnight, but most of the audience 
remained to hear Mr. Sothern utter a gracious 
word of gratitude. “Macbeth” is to be played 
throughout the week, save for Saturday even- 
ing, when The Taming of the Shrew” will be 
the bill.

New Tork, March 13.—ISpecial.I—At the 
meeting of the directors of the Chicago-Phila-

SHOO FLY! 

Dismissing Lorimerism and political un- 
healthiness for the moment, we offer for 
serious consideration a common little pest 
which is coming to be better understood for 
its real‘malignity. Long regarded as mere- 
‘ly a buzzing, irritating nuisance, the fly now 
is known to be a disease carrier and a dan- 
gerous invader of homes, spreading sickness 
and contagion. 

It not only is betrayed in its bad works 
| but it is known to be an unnecessary evil. 
It is a pest and a danger in the house only 
because precautions not only to prevent it 
entering but also to prevent its existence 
are neglected. The fly is not one of the uu- 
avoidable products of summer. We are not 
required to tolerate it any longer than we 
tolerate the conditions which give it life. 

A traveler returning from the Panama 
canal strip was pestered by flies in New 
Orleans. Then for the first time it came to 


his appreciation that during his visit to the 


isthmus, in the insect breeding tropics, he 
fad not seen a fly. There may have been 


J few, but they were so inconspicuous that 


he did not notice them. Panama has been 
a death strip. Whites could not live and 
work there, and natives. were carried off 
by eontagious diseases as the Chinese now 
That is

The government went after the fly and 
the mosquito and the foul places which bred 
them and cleaned up the canal strip. It 
was a big job. Epics have been written of 
smaller ones. Probably none will carry the 
story of the insect killing in Panama, but 


the slaughter. Down in the tropics, where, 
if mature must produce insects, certainly 
would be the choice hatchery, there are no 
flies and there are no mosquitoes. That is 
an object lesson for the authorities ap north. 

A correspondent writing to the Friend 
of the People” asks if there be a law re- 
quiring landlords to furnish screens in 
houses and apartments which are let, and ‘s 
informed that there is none. We do not know 
what success a provision of this sort would 
have in the courts of northern states, but 
ein imagine that there are laws of less 
hygienic importance. Fortifications of this 
sort, however, do not destroy the enemy. It 
remains on the outside and, screens or n> 
screens, its invasion is partiy successful.

The .alarm against the danger has been 
sounded consistently and loudly by authr- 
ities and Tae Trreyne volunteers in the 
war. The Friend of the People will en- 
deavor to give to persons interested in the 
effort to exterminate the disease carriers 
auch information, suggestions, and ammu- 
nition as can be obtained from health de- 


| partments and from the government. 


Public perceptions in these ‘matters are 
becoming more acute, and the appreciation 
of the dangers which ‘unnecessarily are 
thrust into homes is more lively, thanks to 
the continued efforts of preachers against 
them. The rat as a carrier of plague, the 
malarial mosquito, the fly with ite burden 
of disease, etc., are condemned, and the 
sentence is approved, but means of execut- 
ing it are not generally known. 

Tue Trisunp will undertake to supply 
information as to methods. Sooner or later 
there is bound to be a concerted attack on 
the flies and the conditions which produce 
them. It will come earlier with an awak- 


ening of individual interest. 


The fly is an unnecessary pest and danger. 
It can be exterminated, and now is the time 
to begin.

THE CORPORATION TAX. 

‘The Supreme court has decided unani- 
mously that President Taft is a sounder 
constitutional lawyer than the eminent mem- 
bers of the bar who have questioned the 
lawfulness of the corporation excise tax 
which was inserted at his instance in the 
tariff act of 1909. As a consequence the 
secretary of the treasury will not have to 
repay the $25,000,000 which he collected 
from the corporations last year, and will 
proceed presently. to gather in about the 
same sum on account of last year’s business. 
The treasury would not have been crippled 
by an adverse decision, but it would have 
had to sell Panama bonds sooner than will 
now be the case, E> 

Astute lawyers thought they saw many 
flaws in the corporation tax. It was a direct 
tax, not apportioned.

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ORD BRIDPORT, who arrived in New 
York a‘few days ago on board the 
White Star, liner Oceanic, may be said 
to represent two of England's greatest 

» naval heroes, Nelson and Hood. When 
Admiral Lord Nelson fell in the battle of 
Trafalgar he left no legitimate issue, and hig 
‘honors passed to his only surviving elder 
brother, the Rev. Dr. William Nelson, who, 
moreover, received in national recognition of 
Trafalgar an earldom, with a perpetual pen- 
gion of $25,000 a year, to go always with the 
earldom. 

The descent of the earldom and of the pen- 
sion was most curiously arranged. For it 
was stipulated in the patent that in the event 
of the reverend earl dying without male 
issue the peerages and the annuity should 
pass to the son of Mrs. Thomas Bolton of 
Wals, Norfolk, the eldest sister.of the great 
admirayy Now the son of the parson-earl 
predeceased his father, and the latter on his 


succession, inherited from her father the 
Neapolitan dukedom of Bronte and all the 
valuable Sicilian estates on the slopes of 
Mount Etna bestowed by King Ferdinand 
and Queen Caroline of Naples upon the great 
admiral for his defense of their throne against 
the French. 

She became, therefore, Duchess of Bronte 
in her own right, and was married to the 
Hon. Samuel Hood, grandson of that famous 
Admiral Viscount Hood whose naval exploits 
included the defeat of the French fleet under 
Count de Grasse in 1782, his seizure of Toulon 
in 1798, and his capture of the island of 
Corsica,

brother, Alexander Hood, who was creat 


French fleet at L’Orient. As this first Lord 


grandnephew, Samuel Hood, husband of 
the Duchess of Bronte, and thus the families 
of Nelson and of Hood became united.

He has ag heir 
an only surviving son, who three years ago 
married a Miss Eileen Kendall, known on 
the stage as Miss Dorothy Orme,” and is 
a cousin of that handsome and popular ac- 
tress, *‘ Denise Orme, who is now a peeress 
of the realm, her husband, formerly known 
as Capt. John Yarde-Buller of the Scots 
guards, having just about Christmas time 
succeeded to the family honors and estates 
on the death of his father.

The present Lord Bridport has not, how- 
ever, succeeded to his father’s dukedom of 
Bronte. The latter, by virtue of the late 
Lord Bridport's will and by special arrange- 
ment with the Italian government, went to 
the present viscount’s fourth brother, the 
Hon. Alexander Nelson Hood, treasurer of 
Queen Mary's household, who was her private 
secretary when she was P-incess of Wales, 
and before that was controller of the houge- 
hold of her father and mother, the late Duke 
and Duchess of Teck. 

When not engaged in his duties at court he 
is to be found at his homein Sicily at the cas- 
tle of Maniaces. It is a grand old place, built 
some thousand years ago by the great Gen. 
Maniaces, who with Harold Hadrada and 
the latter’s. Norsemen drove the Saracens 
from all that part of the island. 

The castle was occupied for a time by Wil- 


of Sicily, from whom nearly every reigning 
house of Europe is descended, and it was 
there that his mother, Queen Marguerite, 
founded a monastery in 1174 for the preserva- 
tion of a sacred painting brought back by 
one of the nobles of Constantine the Great 
from Constantinople, and which, represent- 
ing the Virgin and Child, was alleged to have 
been painted by Saint Luke. 

The picture, which Alexander Hood found 
hidden away in the castle, now hangs over 


ly drawn and painted, the infant Jesus hav- 
ing a distinctly oriental appearance and a 
dark copper colored complexion. 

At the time when the castle of Maniaces 
and the ruins of the monastery, as well as the 
lands and the vineyards connected there- 
with, were bestowed by King Ferdinand 
upon the great Admiral Nelson, the place, 
was in a shocking condition of disrepair, and 
remained so until it passed into the posses- 
sion of the late Lord Bridport on the death 
of his mother, about fifty years ago. 

Up to that time no member of the Nelgon 
or Hood family had visited the place, and it ia 
of interest to add that the great Lord Nelson 
himself never once took the trouble to inspect 
the property or to set foot on his Sicilian 
estates.

The late Lord Bridport, however, took the 
place in hand, spent a considerable sum of 
money in restoring the castle and buildings 
and in developing the property, turning over 
the entire management thereof in 1876 to his 
fourth son, Alexander. 

Today the estate, which is. traversed by 
nearly twenty miles of excellent roads, pro- 
duces a large quantity of excellent wine, of

I frequently have occasion to 
go to the reading room of the public library. 
I can remember no place of the kind where 
the air is so absolutely unbreathable as it 
is there—all day Jong. I would go oftener if 
it were not for the foul air. No windows 
are ever open. I don’t know whether there 
is any other system installed for ventilating 
the room, but if there is, it does not work. 
I consider it 4 disgrace to the city. Will 
you be so good as to take up the matter with 
the library board? If you only went there 
yourself once no urging would be necessary.

Measurements by the apparatus in the 
library show that 1,174,830 cubic feet of air 
are withdrawn hourly from the reading room. 
This, according to the experts, is ample for 
489 adults, or about 50 per cent in excess of 
the entire seating capacity of the room, 
Other tests show that the humidity of the 
room averages about 50 per cent. Mr. Legler, 
the librarian, who furnishes these figures, 
adde that, doubtless, some of the odor 
noticeable comes from the clothing of the 
room’s occupants which is — particu- 
larly on damp days. 

The air in the room, Mr. 3 says, is 
drawn from the roof, forced through a spray 
of water and then ozonized and fanned into 
the room. Tlfe ozone generator at times gives 
out a perceptible odor which may give the 
impression of an unhealthy condition of the 
atmosphere. This however, is not the case. 
Experts have pronounced the ventilation 
system of the library perfect.

U. S. Supreme Court Decision 
Upholds All Contentions 
of Government. 


HIGH COURT UNANIMOUS. 


Retains in Nation’s Treasury the 
$27,000,000 Already 
Collected, 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., March 13.—[ Special. 1 
The tax on the profits of corporations imposed 
by one section of the Aldrich tariff law and 
originally urged upon congress by President 
Taft was held constitutional in a decision 
handed down today by the United States 
Supreme court, which was unanimous. 

Aas à result, the $27,000,000 collected by the 
government from the corporations of the 
country in the last year will remain to the 
credit of Uncle Sam and the treasury depart- 
ment will proceed at once to the collection 
ef excise for the current year. The amount 
to be derived from this source ig expected 
to approximate $30,000,000. 

The victory of the government will have an 
important effect on its finances during the 
mext few years. Had it deem compelled to 
return the $27.000,000, the scheme of nationa!] 
Snancing would have been upset and a large 
bond issue would have been necessary. As 
n turns out, the problem is simpiified and it 
will be necessary only to issue sufficient 
bonds to care for the expenditures on the 
Panama canal. 


Administration’s Triumph Complete. 


The triumph of the administration in the 


decision of the court was complete. The con- 
tentions of the department of justice that the 
law was constitutional were upheld in every 
respect. The only exception noted by the 
court to the views of the government's coun- 
sel were the citation of certain unimportant 
forms of corporations to which the law was 
held not applicable. 

Tue decision is hatled as one of the most 
progressive. enunciated by the highest tribu- 
nal of the republic within the last genera- 
tion. It establishes firmly and for all time 
the right of the national government under 
authority of the constitution to impose the 
character of tax porvided in this law. 

The decision sweeps away the contention 
that the corporation tax is a direct tax like 
the income tax, which was held unconstitu- 
tional by the Supreme court in 1894. It up-

“tax but an excise tax, which it is per- 
missible to assess under the constitution 
without reference to the distribution of popu- 


Basis of Court’s Decision. 
The court holds thet the tax Is not a direct 
tax, because it is not levied upon income of 
ration. It is levied upon the pe- 
culler rights end privileges of a body of 
citizens to carry on business as a corpora- 
tion. 

These rights and privileges are held to be 
‘artificially constructed and conferred by 
the states. In the opinion of the court either 
the state or nation has a right to tas this

Boost for an Income Tax Law. 

If ag income tax can be devised that can 
be classified as an excise it will be constitu- 
tional without being apportioned according 
to population. If not, an amendment of the 
constitution will be necessary. Some of the 
Democratic leaders in the new congress ad vo- 
Cate the enactment of an income tax law. At 
the same time a movement for the amendment 
of the constitution so as to give an un- 
doubted right to impose a direct income tax

Decision Read by Justice Day. 

The Supreme court decision was read by 
Justice Day to a crowded courtroom Near 
the outset of the opinion, as it appears in 
printed form, is the statement that the tax 
“may be described generally as a tax upon 
the doing of business in a corporate capacity, 
This tax, it is expressly stated, is to be equiv- 
alent to 1 per centum of the entire net income 
over and above $5,000 received from all 
sources during the year." This is the meas- 
ure of the tax explicitly adopted by the 
statute, 

After Justice Day had thus given the inter- 
pretation which the court had put upon the 
provisions of the ect, he proceeded to answer 
the various objections urged against the 
constitutionality of the tax. He first took up 
the contention that it was a direct tax and 
unconstitutional for the same reasons that 
the famous income tax law was declared 
unconstitutional in 1898 He pointed out that 

the income tax was argued to be direct be- 
| cause imposed upon property simply because 
of its ownership. 

“In the present case.“ said Justice Day, 
“the tax is not payable unless there is a 
carrying on or doing of business in the desig- 
nated capacity, and this is made the occasion 
for the tax, measured by the etardard pre- 
scribed. The difference between the acts is 
not merely nominal but rests upon substan- 
tial differences between the mere ownership 
of property and the actual doing of business 
in a certain way.” 


Question of State Rights, 

The justice next took up the objection 
that the provisions in question levied a tax 
upon the exclusive right of a state to grant 
corporate franchises, in that it taxed fran- 
chises which are the creation of a state in its 
sovereign right and authority. 

“We think,” says the opinion, it is the 
result of the cases heretofore decided in this 
court, that such business activities, though 
exercised because of etate-created fran- 
ehlses, are not beyond the taxing power of 
the United States.” 

Justice Day next addressed himself to the 

objection that the tax was unequal and arbi- 
trary. He first considered whether, as claim- 
ed the law made an unconstitutional! dis- 
tinction between corporations and partner- 
ships or individuals. He said there was a 
substantial difference between the carry- 
ing on of business between corporations 
taxed, and the same business when conduct- 
ed by a private firm or individual. 
. The thing taxed,“ said he, is not the 
mere dealing in merchandise, in which the 
actual transactions may be the same, 
whether conducted by individuals or corpo- 
ratfons, but the tax is laid upon the privileges 
which exist in conducting business with the 
advantages which inhere in the corporate 
capacity of those taxed, and which are not 
enfpyed by private firms or Individuals.”

Measurement of the tax by the net income 
of the corporation or the company received by 
it from all sources Was next defended by 
Justice Day as not being so unequal and #o 
arbitrary and baseless as to fall outside of 
the authority of the taxing power. 

Justice Day said it was especially objected 
that certain of the corporations whose stock- 
holders challenged the validity of the tax 
were so-called real estate companies. 

“We think it clear,“ said he, that cor- 
porations organized for the purpose of doing 
business and actually engeged in such ac- 
tivities as leasing property, collecting rents, 


managing cffice buildings, making invest- 
ments of profits, or leasing ore lands and 
collecting royalties, managing wharves, di- 
viding profits, and in some cases investing 
the surplus are engaged in doing business 
within the meaning of the statute and, in the 
capacity necessary to make such organiza- 
tions, subject to the law.” 


Touches Public Utilities. 

The court held that it was no part of the 
essential governmenta! functions of a state 
to provide means of transportation, supply 
artificial light, water, and the like. There-

ROADS MUST FIX 
PASSENGER RATES 


e Needed to Conform 
with Adjustments in Long 
and Short Haul Clause. 


WILL SEEK MORE TIME. 


Members of Committee to Go to 
Washington Soon to Appeal 
to Commission, 


Passenger schedules on practically every 
railroad in the United States will have to be 
revised during the next few months in order 
to make them conform to the changes in the 
long and short haul clause of the interstate 
commerce act, as amended last summer. 

Although the law provided that the section 
requiring the interstate commeice commis- 
sion to pass upon all app!ications for viola. 
tions of the rule.sh ould not go into effeet for 
six months. the commission has been to busy 
with the advanced rate cases that it hag not 
yet laid down any general rules. These 
would indicate how rigidly it is to enforce the 
rule that no rates for a short distance shall 
exceed the rates for a longer distance over 
the same line. 

While the railroads have been making plans 
for the change in their rates for some time, 
they have not yet discovered In how many 
cases exceptions will be allowed and the com- 
mission’s latest order prescribing the time 
in which the different tariffs must be read- 
justed has caused consternation in the ranks 
of the men at the head of the rate depart- 
ments. 


Committee to Ask More Time, 

Claiming that it is a physical impossibility 
to make all the changes required in the time 
allowed, a committee of officials represent- 
ing the Western Passenger association is 
now planning to go to Washington in a few 
days to ask for an extension as well as to 
ascertain the views of the commission as to 
how many of their tariffs must be changed. 

Thousands of passenger ae wil as freight rates 
throughout the country are in violation of the 
law as it now stands, although the commission 
has issued an order that no rates need be changed 
for the time being. The greatr part of the viola- 
tions arise from the situation created where long 
routes meet the competition of shorter lineg at 
prominent unction points but have not reduced 
their toea) rates to the competitive basis. 

Genera] applications for relief from the applica- 
tion of the law, which may be granted by the 
commission at its discretion, have already — 
made, but the commission has served notice t 
it cannot grant such broad applications and : 
the rates must be taken up more in detail. 


Cites Need of Readjustment. 


An order just issued by the commisson states 
that the great majority of instances in which the 
rates violate the law may be removed by a proper 
readjustment of the tariffs themselves. In this 
work of revision the commission therefore orders 
the roads first to readjust their individual local 
rates then the joint rates within the defined pas- 
senger association territories, and then the inter- 
territoria) joint rates. 

Not later than July 1 of this vear the carriers 
must have on file with the commission tariff of 
passenger fares between points on their indvigual 
lines which observe the rule except insofar as 
exception has been authorized by specific ordert 
of the commission. 


Must Point to Exveptions. 


In all cases where the roads intend to insist upon 


charging a fare in disregard of the rule they must 


file with the commission by April 1 a written state- - 


ment calling attention to their applications for. 
relief and pointing out the specific fares on which 
exceptions are desired. This, the roade say. will 
require a complete check of every tariff in exist- 
ence. as well as a vast amount of clerical work in 
prepering the statement, to say nothing of revising 
tne rates themselves. 

By Dec. 1 all joint fares within the several pas- 
senger association territories must be revised and 
on March 1. 1012, all tariffé must have been read- 
justed to conform to the rule. Applications for ex- 
ceptions in specific instances must be filed by May 


i Land June 1 respectively. 


Big B. & O. Locomotives Ready,

NEW YORK GRAND JURY BEGINS 
CARNEGIE TRUST INQUIRY, 


Investigation May Rerult in Indict- 
ment of Two and Possibly Three Per- 
sons on Charges of Forgery. 


New York, March 13,—The grand jury be- 
gan today an investigaticn Into the affairs 
of the Carnegie Trust company, which was 
closed by the superintendent of banks on 
Feb. 1. Three witnesses, inciuding the vice 
president of the suspended institution, were 
examined. 

At the conclusion of the sitting District 
Attorney Whitman announced that directors 
of two other trust companies which the Car- 
negie Trust company had business dealings 
with would testify tomorrow. The invegti- 
gation, it is said, may result in the inaict- 
ment of two and possibly three persons on 
charges of forgery. 

The witnesses today were Hradley Martin 
Ir,, president of the Nineteenth Ward bank 
and an officer of the Madison Trust company: 
Watkins Crockett, a, director of the Van 
Norden Trust company, which wag recently

Supreme Court Upholds Position 
Taken by Railroad. 


EGG COMPANY IS LOSER. 


Another Dee, ion Prevents Pumping 
from Saratoga Spriugs. 


Washington, D. C., March 18 —Raliroads 
which employ telegraph operators for six 
hours and then, after an interval, for three 
more, comply with the federal “ hours of 
service law of 1907. Such was the decision 
today of the Supreme court of the United 
States. 

The question arose in a praceeding begun 
by the government against the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé to recover @ penalty 
for an alleged violation. 

A telegraph operator went on duty at Cor- 
with, Ill’, at 6:30 a. m. daily and worked until 
noon. He then laid off" untl s p m. when 
he resumed duty. until 6:80 p m. The govern- 
ment claimed this was @ violation of the law 
designed to prevent raliroad accidents due 
to fatigue on the part of employés. The con- 
tention was denied by the court. 


Egg Company Loses Fight. 

Over ihe fate of sume Missouri cggs of the 
vintage of 1008 or earlier, the Supreme court 
laid down an interpretation of the pure food 
and drug act of 1906. The court held that the 
federal government could pursue adulterated 
food or drugs for the purpose of confiscation, 
afier such articles had passed through an 
interstate journey, provided that the original 


package in which they were shipped remained 


unbroken. 

The question arose over the jurisdiction of 
the federal court to decree the confiscation 
of fifty cans of eggs shipped from St. Louis, 
Mo., to Peoria, III. It was sa.d the eggs were 
preserved by the Hypolite Egg company. 


Saves Saratoga Waters. 

The Supreme court upheld the constitu- 
tionaLty of the New York law which pro- 
hibits the pumping of water from the wells 
at Saratoga Springs, N. Y., for the purpose 
of obtaining and rrarketing the carbonic 
acid gas obtained thereby. 

It was claimed the law permitted the 
marketing of the water and the gas together, + 
but not of the gas alone. The enforcement 
of the law, go the court was told, would drive 
the four companies out of business. 

The law was defended as a protection of a 
natural resource, it being claimed that the 
pumping was drying up the springs, valuable 
for medicinal purposes. 


WOMAN PLEADS FOR RETURN 
TO OLD MARKETING SYSTEM. 


Asks Housewives to Wake Up to Dan- 
gers in Insanitary Shops and to Do 
Their Buying in Person. 


E. R. Pritchard, secretary of the Chicago 
board of health, and Mrs. Charles H. Betts 
of the food and market committee, spoke on 
house bill No. 154, now before the legislature, 
providing for greater care in handling food 
in markets, at a meeting held yesterday at 
the North End Woman's club. 

“If women would do less marketing over 
the telephone and buy their household sup- 
plies in the good old fashloned way, with 
their market basket on their arm. there would 
be less necessity of this agitation along food 
sanitation lines, sald Mrs. Betts. It is 
woman’s duty to look after the food con- 
sumed by her family, and she cannot do jus- 
tice to them if she telephones her orders and 
leaves the selection as well ag the delivery 
to the grocer and butcher. 

‘If you women could see the conditions 
under which food is sold you would soon de- 
mand wrapped bread and covered fruit. 
When you concentrate your forces and make 
thie demand the bill will become a law.“ 


GARY TO GET 142 NEW HOUSES. 


Contract Involving Investment of 
$750,000 for Workmen’s Resi- 
dences Will Be Let. 


Gary IInd.] contractors have been re- 
quested to submit bids for the erection of 
142 new houses for the American Bridge com- 
pany, a subsidiary of the United States Steel 
corporation. 

It is estimated that the contract wil! in- 
volve the expenditure of more than $750,000. 

These houses are to be for the employés of 
the bridge company's Gary plant, the first 
unit of which is practically completed and 
ready to give employment to 1,500 hands. 
Several hundred skilled operatives are to be 
imported from Pennsylvania, and it ig ex- 
pected that these workmen with their families 
will increase Gary's population by 3,000.

After officially assuming the duties of his 
new position Mr. Fisher made a tour of the 
bureaus with Mr. Ballinger and familiarized 
himself wtih the organization of the depart- 
ment. The two men then were closeted for 
several hours in conference on matters await- 
ing the action of the new secretary. 

Mr, Fisher declined to discuss the status 
of the Cunningham claims or the policies he 
expects to inaugurate in connection with 
the administration of Alaska coal and other 
public lands, He said he was “ studying the 
problems and would not attempt to discuss 
them until fully familiar with the details.

Under the leadership of Atchison and United 
States Steel prices moved forward with con- 
siderable vigor, but it was generally assumed 
on the floor of the exchange that the impulse 
was derived from the short interest, which 
to all outward appearances was growing un- 
wieldy. Brokers report a heavy private bor- 
rowing demand for stocks and traces of 
nervousness among speculators committed 
to this side of the market are to be discov- 
ered in fluctuations in certain issues where 
recent developments of an unfavorable kinc 
failed to provoke the expected decline. At 
any rate, the buying today obviously was 
composed for the most part in covering, and 
when this was satisfied early in the afternoon 
the market again relapsed?into the familiar 
state of dullness, prices setting back frac- 
tionally from the higher levels of early in the 
session. 


Big Saving in Tax Ruling. 


In place of decisions in the anti-trust suits the 
Supreme court handed down its opinion on the cor- 
poration tax law, finding this to be constitutional. 
While the law nad been contested the corporations 
concerned paid into the government the taxes levied 
under it, and one of the points of interest was the 
possibility, that the government might be compelled 
to restore $27,000,000 or more paid in by the corpo- 
rations last year. If this had been necessary the 
secretary of the treasury would have had to en 
the amount of the recently authorized Pa 
bonds to be offered for public subscription in the 
near future; 

It is signifieant that little discussion was heard 
today either of the Mexican situation or the extra 
session of congress. Both contain possibilities of 
disturbance, but the improved sentiment in the 
financial: community ts reflected in its present dis- 
position to minimize the chances in this respect.

| PERIOD OF FESTIVAL SHORT. 


Swedish Committee to Accept Assistance 
of Foreigners in Arrangements. 


New York, March 13.—According to officers 
of the Amateur Athletic union, there is every 
likelihood of a considerable curtailment in 
the list of events to be held in Stockholm 
Sweden, next year. 

The shortness of the period of the festival 
makes necessary the omission of certain of 
the sports which were found on the London 
Olympie program. The inclusion of these 
minor sports in the s«nglish scheme was 
widely criticised because most of the events 
called out English competitors exclusively. 

The Swedish committee proposes to intrust 
the work of the actual management to the 
subcommittees appointed by the governing 
associations of Sweden. As a rule Swedes 
only will be appointed officials; but the 
Swedish commitee may at its discretion avail 
itself of the assistance of foreigners, ag 
wae done occasionally by the British com- 
mittee. 


Protests to Be Decided by ry. 

Mention is made in the general regulations 
of the international juries to be composed of 
representatives of all the nations taking 
part in the games and having jurisdiction 
over different branches of sport. It is fur- 
ther laid down that the decision of protests 
will rest with the jury and not; as hereto- 
fore, with the executive officials. 

The curtailment of the Olympic program 


will not affect the more popular events. 
Running races at all of the most popular 
distances are retained but there is only one 
walking contest, at the distance of 10,000 
metres, as against those of 8,500 metres and 
10 miles in 1908. The 400 metre hurdle and 
the steeplechaseare ¢liminated. A new event 
is introduced in a crosscountry race at 8,000 
metres, a short distance for a race of this 
kind. Similar objection could be made to the 
relay race of 400 metres. 


Changes in Javelin and Discus, 

Changes have been in the javelin and dis- 
cus events, the free style in the one and the 
Greek stylt in the other having been given 
up. A ne feature of these exercises is 
introduced in the offer of prises for ambi- 
dexterity. 

Graeco-Roman will be the style in the 
wrestling bouts, this being the style universal- 
ly used on the oontinent. In gymnastics a 
team competition in exercises according to 
the Swedish system is a new feature. 

Noticeable innovations in the swimming 
events will be a 400 metres breast stroke and 
& 100 metres race as well as a diving con- 
test for women. Mention is made in the 
rowing line of but two first class events—the 
eights and the sculls.
